e Ongoing Business:

o SERCAP Grant — Brandy Espinola and the Committee discussed an action plan for
the upcoming stakeholders’ meeting to be held on May 18, 2019. It was agreed
that the stakeholders’ meeting would focus on the following: 1) presentation of
the Committee’s draft sustainability plan, 2) gathering plan feedback from the
stakeholders, 3) identifying the additional goals and priorities of the stakeholders
and 4) asking stakeholders their willingness to work on the implementation of the
plan.

After discussing the wide range of sustainable practices, the
Committee felt that further discussion was needed to create a certificate program
reflecting the various levels of sustainability. In order to give the Committee more
time to determine the levels of sustainable achievement E. Lytton moved that the
discussion of the Certificate of Appreciation be tabled until the April 23, 2019
meeting. The motion was seconded and passed.
